Crops 
Due to mild temperatures and spotty rainfall, fieldwork 

made steady progress across much of the state. However, 

downpours and cool temperatures slowed crop progress 

and prevented planting in some isolated areas. With 

temperatures increasing, crops will need more rainfall 

soon to assist in progress. Herbicide was applied to 

peanuts and fertilizer was applied to cotton. Vegetables 

were developing powdery mildew due to excess moisture.
